This  directory  is  dedicated  to  the  many  unsung 
heroes  and  heroines  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  individuals  who  for 
many  years  have  championed  recycling  through  their  creativity, 
ingenuity  and  plain  hard  work.   Their  recognition  of  recycling's 
vital  role  in  preserving  a  livable  environment  and  sustainable 
society  is  an  inspiration  to  us  all. 


INTRODUCTION 


This  directory  presents  an  updated  listing  of  community 
recycling  programs  operating  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
as  of  Spring,  1986.   The  purpose  of  this  directory  is  fourfold: 

-  to  provide  citizens  interested  in  a  low  -  waste  lifestyle 
with  information  on  the  recycling  services  available  to  them; 

-  to  provide  the  opportunity  for  recycling  program  operators 
across  the  state  to  exchange  information  on  the  various 
ingredients  of  successful  recycling  programs  and  perhaps  discover 
ways  to  work  together  to  tackle  some  of  the  obstacles  to 
recycling's  expansion; 

-  to  inspire  more  active  involvement  by  citizens  in  a 
problem  we  all  help  create,  that  is,  more  garbage  and  fewer 
places  to  put  it;  many  town  recycling  programs  need  volunteers  to 
help  with  staffing  and  publicity,  and  government  decision  - 
makers  need  citizen  inputs  on  ways  to  resolve  the  solid  waste 
crisis; 

-  to  provide  current  information  on  the  Commonwealth's 
■recycling  base",  that  is,  the  foundation  on  which  will  be  built 
the  statewide  recycling  system  now  being  developed  by  the  Bureau 
of  Solid  Waste. 


This  is  the  first  of  two  directories  that  the  Bureau  will 
publish.   This  one  profiles  town  recycling  programs.   The  next 
will  present  a  survey  of  secondary  materials  markets  utilized  by 
the  programs  surveyed  for  this  directory  and/or  potentially 
available  to  Massachusetts  recycling  programs. 

The  information  in  this  directory  was  gathered  by  phone 
interviews  and/or  recent  surveys  by  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste 
Disposal.  The  focus  was  mainly  on  residential  waste  recycling 
programs  run  by  government  entities,  non-profit  organizations, 
private  contractors,  or  any  combination  of  the  three.  While 
several  non-profit  office  paper  recovery  programs  were  included, 
it  was  not  within  the  scope  of  this  directory  to  cover  private 
sector  recycling  from  commercial  sources. 

An  effort  was  made  to  track  down  every  town  recycling 
program  in  the  Commonwealth.   Of  135  towns  where  recycling 
programs  were  reported  or  rumored,  information  is  here  presented 
on  90  town  programs.   We  identified  27  towns  whose  recycling 
activities  have  ceased  since  the  last  survey  in  1983.   Another  18 
towns  are  reported  to  have  programs,  but  complete  information  on 
them  was  not  available  by  press  time. 


It  is  possible  that  some  recycling  programs  may  have  been 
overlooked,  and  the  information  on  others  may  change  owing  to 
market  shifts  and  other  variables.  The  Bureau  welcomes  comments, 
additions  and  corrections  to  this  document.  These  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Recycling  Program  Coordinator  (see  list  of 
recycling  contacts  below).

HOW  TO  USE  THIS  DIRECTORY 

Each  recycling  program  is  listed  alphabetically  by  the  town 
or  city  in  which  it  is  located.   Further  entries  identify 
materials  accepted,  location,  hours,  contact  person,  and  so  on. 
A  short  description  profiles  each  program  and,  depending  on 
information  available,  highlights  noteworthy  features  which  could 
be  of  assistance  to  other  recycling  programs. 

PREPARING  MATERIALS  FOR  RECYCLING 

The  success  of  every  recycling  program  depends  on  its 
ability  to  market  our  discards  as  clean  raw  materials  that  can  be 
used  by  industry.   This  makes  citizen  cooperation  in  correctly 
preparing  and  depositing  recyclables  very  important.  The  few 
simple  steps  needed  to  do  this  can  easily  become  part  of  the 
routine  of  doing  the  dishes  and  cleaning  up  the  kitchen. 

The  requirements  of  different  programs  will  vary,  so  it  is 
best  to  call  ahead  and  get  specific  directions  for  each  material. 

However,  the  following  general  rules  and  definitions  usually 
apply: 

Glass  Containers  -  rinse  out,  remove  all  metal  (lids 
and  rings),  sort  by  color  (green,  clear,  brown);  do  not 
include  window  glass,  pyrex,  pottery  or  china,  mirrors 
or  light  bulbs. 

Newspaper  -  Most  programs  request  newspaper  bundled  in 
brown  paper  bags  or  with  string  for  easier  handling; 
some  programs  will  accept  magazines,  phone  books, 
cardboard  and  brown  bags  with  newspaper,  while  others 
can  accept  newspaper  only,  so  call  to  be  sure. 

Corrugated  -  a  few  programs  accept  corrugated 
boxes  and/or  other  types  of  cardboard  (e.g.,  cereal 
boxes)  as  well  as  brown  paper  (kraft)  bags;  these 
should  be  flattened  and  bagged  or  bundled. 

Tin  Cans  -  almost  no  programs  in  the  state  collect  tin- 
coated  steel  cans  (e.g.,  soup  cans);  check  with  your 
program. 

Aluminum  Cans  (DBC)  -  a  few  programs  still  collect 
aluminum  cans  which,  if  not  flattened,  can  be  redeemed 
through  the  deposit  system;  some  programs  also  accept 
flattened  cans;  neither  category  can  have  tin  cans 
mixed  in. 

Aluminum  Scrap  -  some  programs  accept  some  kinds  of 
aluminun  scrap  (siding,  lawn  chairs,  etc.);  check 
first. 


Scrap  Metal  -  this  is  a  generic  term  used  loosely  by 

program  operators  to  refer  to  a  wide  variety  of  metals; 
usually  it  means  large  ferrous  (iron  or  steel)  items 
such  as  car  parts,  hot  water  heaters,  etc.   It  is  best 
to  check  ahead  which  kinds  of  metals  are  accepted. 

White  Goods  -  some  programs  separately  collect  large 
enamel-surfaced  appliances  (washing  machines,  stoves, 
etc.);  again  it's  best  to  call  ahead  for  instructions. 

Used  Motor  Oil  -  Many  programs  provide  a  storage  tank 
for  waste  oil  in  order  to  keep  this  material  from 
reaching  groundwater  supplies;  transport  the  oil  to  the 
recycling  station  in  a  clean,  tightly  sealed  plastic 
bottle  and  pour  carefully  into  the  designated 
containers. 

Reusable  Household  Goods,  Books,  etc.  -  These  categories 
are  self-explanatory;  the  programs  that  accept  them 
usually  provide  some  kind  of  storage  shelter  and 
encourage  active  trading  with  the  proviso  that  items 
be  in  working  order  or  usable  condition.

An  ad  hoc  recycling  committee  and  the  town  public  works 
department  jointly  run  this  drop-off  program  in  a  depot 
positioned  outside  the  landfill  check-point  so  that  citizens 
reduce  their  disposal  fees  by  recycling.   The  recycling  depot  is 
also  open  to  non-residents.   Materials  are  hauled  to  market  by 
the  town,  with  the  exception  of  wood  waste  (suitable  for  lumber 
or  firewood)  and  reusable  household  goods  to  which  recycling 
patrons  may  help  themselves. 

Pending  at  town  meeting  are  proposals  for  a  newspaper 
curbside  pick-up  coupled  with  a  source  separation  ordinance;  a 
pilot  drop-off  program  for  apartment  complexes;  and  a  recycling 
public  education  program.

DMASS  Recycling  was  started  as  a  student  project  15  years 
ago  and  later  was  formally  established  as  a  university 
department.   It  employs  one  fulltime  staff  person  and  several 
parttime  work  study  students. 

The  program  has  2  services:  highgrade  office  paper 
collections  from  campus  buildings,  and  a  central  drop-off  depot 
for  newspaper  and  glass.  Altogether  the  program  recovers  200-220 
tons  per  year. 

UMASS  Recycling  hopes  to  undertake  education  programs  to 
inspire  students  to  enter  the  recycling  field.   One  program 
already  in  place  allows  students  to  earn  course  credits  for 
organizing  collections  in  dormitories.  Also  a  workshop  on  campus 
office  paper  recycling  programs  is  planned. 

UMASS  is  integrating  its  longterm  recycling  plans  with  those 
of  the  town  of  Amherst.

Andover's  multi-service  recycling  program  is  jointly 
sponsored  by  Andover  Recycling,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  organization, 
and  the  town  public  works  department.   The  town  budgets  $30,000 
per  year  towards  operating  costs;  this  is  a  diversion  credit 
based  on  an  avoided  tipping  fee  of  $30  per  ton  and  the  program's 
recovery  rate  of  at  least  1,000  tons  per  year. 

The  main  diversion  is  through  a  bi-weekly  curbside  pick-up 
for  newspaper  and  magazines  provided  by  a  private  contractor.   In 
addition,  Andover  Recycling  holds  a  once-per-month  glass  drive  in 
a  downtown  lot,  and  a  once  yearly  drive  for  aluminum  cans.   The 
participation  rate  is  estimated  at  33  percent. 

Andover  Recycling,  Inc.,  relies  on  material  sales  to  cover 
the  balance  of  operating  costs.   The  contract  with  Graham  - 
Bernier,  the  curbside  collection  service,  has  recently  gone  to 
$60,000  per  year,  which  could  jeopardize  the  program's  future 
unless  better  news  prices  are  assured.   In  addition,  ARI  is 
seeking  from  the  town  a  permanent  drop-off  location  for  glass, 
and  a  transfer  location  where  one  curbside  truckload  can  be 
dropped  and  then  picked  up  later  for  hauling.   These  measures 
will  increase  participation  and  volume.

Bedford  has  had  curbside  recycling  collections  for  over  10 
years.  The  program  is  a  collaboration  between  the  public  works 
department,  a  private  contractor,  and  a  citizens  committee.   The 
town  contracts  for  and  monitors  collection;  the  citizens  group 
provides  organizing  and  publicity;  and  a  private  concern,  Bedford 
Recycling,  Inc.,  collects  and  markets  materials.   The  program  has 
an  estimated  participation  rate  of  50  percent  and  recovers 
nearly  400  tons  per  year.   Its  annual  operating  budget  is  roughly 
equal  to  the  town's  avoided  disposal  costs. 

The  curbside  contractor  does  collections  in  a  small  dump 
truck  and  keeps  all  revenues  from  material  sales,  an  added 
incentive  to  boost  participation.   The  contractor  has  expressed 
interest  in  extending  curbside  service  to  neighboring  towns.

Earthworm,  Inc.  is  a  small,  non-profit,  worker-owned 
collective  offering  office  paper  recovery  services  to  private 
sector  firms  and  government  buildings  in  the  Boston  area.   In 
return  for  donations  of  high  grade  paper,  Earthworm  sets  up  a 
collection  system  tailored  to  each  participating  company's  needs. 
This  includes  employee  education,  lay-out  and  labeling  of 
collection  containers,  and  pick-up  as  needed.   Participating 
firms  are  sent  regular  bulletins  reporting  the  number  of  trees 
they've  saved,  tonnage  of  material  recovered,  and  value  of 
donated  paper  for  tax  deduction  purposes.  The  group  recovered  434 
tons  of  high  grade  paper  in  1985. 

The  proceeds  from  this  service  support  its  operation  plus 
Earthworm's  recycling  education  and  support  services.   These 
include:   a  referral  service  for  persons  seeking  the  recycling 
center  nearest  to  them;  a  market  referral  service  to  help 
recycling  programs  locate  markets  for  their  materials;  and  a 
recycling  "dating  service",  that  is,  matching  up  people  who  don't 
have  cars  with  ones  who  do  so  they  can  get  a  ride  to  deliver 
materials  to  a  recycling  center. 

Earthworm  also  publishes  Earthworm  News,  an  excellent 
newsletter  on  recycling  and  waste  reduction  which  is  available 
free  or  for  a  contribution  to  cover  postage.   In  addition,  the 
group  makes  occasional  small  grants  to  recycling  and 
environmental  causes.   They  hope  in  the  near  future  to  expand 
their  education  and  advocacy  work  in  support  of  recycling 
programs  in  the  Boston  area.

However,  new 
efforts  are  underway  to  expand  recycling,  as  the  town's  landfill 
is  about  to  close  and  tipping  fees  are  expected  to  increase  to

The  Concord  Program  is  an  excellent  example  of  a  veil 
organized  drop-off  run  by  citizens  with  good  cooperation  and 
assistance  from  the  town  Public  Works  Department.   It  was  founded 
15  years  ago  by  a  non-profit  organization  called  REUSIT,  Inc., 
(Rescue  the  Environment  and  Ds  from  being  Smothered  In  Trash). 

The  site  is  located  on  town  property  in  front  of  the 
landfill  gate.   It  has  a  paved,  drive-in  loop  road  that  allows 
residents  and  non-residents  to  enter  and  exit  the  recycling  area 
without  going  into  the  landfill.   Permanent  bays  for  collection 
bins  have  also  been  constructed  in  the  paved  recycling  area. 
Public  Works  provides  snow  removal  and  other  maintenance  of  the 
site. 

The  Public  Works  Department  handles  shipping/marketing  of 
white  goods,  motor  oil  and  scrap  metal.  REUSIT  manages  the  rest 
of  the  operation,  does  publicity,  recommends  waste  management 
policy,  and  conducts  planning  studies  for  expansion  of  recycling. 
Recently,  REUSIT  developed  and  distributed  a  how-to  manual 
encouraging  home  composting.  They  also  hope  to  add  a  high  grade 
paper  recovery  program. 

The  town  also  diverts  food  scraps  from  the  waste  stream  by 
way  of  household  collection  by  a  private  contractor.  Meanwhile, 
trash  (non-putrescible  waste)  is  not  picked  up  at  curb,  but  must 
be  delivered  by  residents  to  the  landfill.   The  food  scraps  are 
delivered  to  a  piggery  in  Nashua,  New  Hampshire  to  be  used  as 
feed. 

The  recycling  program  has  an  estimated  participation  rate  of 
20  percent  and  recovered  458  tons  of  materials  in  1985.  REUSIT 
believes  they  could  substantially  increase  this  level,  but  are 
not  pushing  it  at  present  until  markets  become  more  stable.

The  program  is  a  joint  effort  of  the  Highway  Department  and 
a  seven  member  Recycling  Commission  of  Citizens  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.   The  former  oversees  day-to-day  operations; 
the  latter  oversees  policy  and  publicity.   Special  recycling 
events  include  seedling  give-aways  at  the  Spring  Spectacular  and 
an  October  Great  Pumpkin  Give-away.

Launched  in  1972,  this  is  another  strong  drop-off  program 
characterized  by  active  citizen  and  town  government 
collaboration.   In  this  case,  the  Public  Works  Department  works 
with  a  Recycling  Committee  of  residents  appointed  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  and  Board  of  Selectmen  Moderator.

Including  scrap  metal,  recovery  has 
averaged  1000  tons  in  each  of  the  last  3  years.   This  has  saved 
the  town  at  least  $18,000  on  landfill  operating  costs,  plus 
postponing  higher  hauling  and  tipping  fees  when  Falmouth  joins 
the  SEMASS  resource  recovery  project. 

The  Recycling  Committee  has  operated  satellite  drop-off 
stations  and  also  conducted  a  10  week  newspaper  curbside 
collection  pilot  in  which  70  percent  participation  was  recorded. 
However  these  expansion  efforts  were  put  on  hold  until  markets 
improve.  The  program  is  publicized  through  an  annual  mailing  and 
a  weekly  column  in  the  local  paper.   It  is  estimated  that  15 
percent  of  residents  participate  in  the  drop-off  and  4  percent  of 
the  waste  stream  is  diverted  through  recycling.

This  can  well  be  described  as  one  of  the  "Cadillac- 
recycling  programs  in  the  Commonwealth.   Starting  as  a  drop-off  7 
years  ago,  the  program  instituted  curbside  collection  for  paper 
(news,  corrugated  and  mixed  paper)  under  a  mandatory  source 
separation  ordinance  nearly  2  years  ago.   Curbside  service  is 
provided  to  residences  and  schools  on  alternate  weeks  (call  for 
schedule)  by  a  private  contractor,  Waste  Control  Systems,  Inc., 
hired  by  the  town.  Waste  Control  Systems  utilizes  regular 
compactor  trucks  for  paper  pick-ups  and  also  does  separate  trash 
collection  for  the  town. 

The  source  separation  ordinance  was  implemented  as  a  Board 
of  Health  regulation.   Initially  it  needed  some  enforcement, 
however  the  town  is  now  seeing  90  percent  participation  in  the 
curbside  service. 

In  addition,  a  drop-off  station  open  on  Saturday  mornings 
accepts  glass,  scrap  metal,  white  goods,  and  aluminum  scrap.   Tin 
cans  are  accepted  also  and  sold  with  the  scrap  metal.  At  another 
location  the  town  operates  a  yard  waste  depot  where  leaves,  brush 
and  stumps  are  converted  to  mulch  for  town  projects.   For  info, 
on  this  service  contact  Russ  Denver  (413-567-5433). 

A  volunteer  Recycling  Commission  conducts  publicity  with 
regular  newspaper  articles,  a  curbside  brochure  and  a  calendar 
distributed  to  each  home. 

This  program  is  a  good  example  of  what  can  be  accomplished 
through  close  collaboration  between  town  government,  citizens, 
and  the  private  sectors.   Strong  organizing  and  good  local 
markets  helped  make  this  possible.   In  the  first  year  of  curbside 
service,  combined  recycling  activities  diverted  an  estimated  20 
percent  of  the  solid  waste  stream.

This  town  was  the  site  of  one  of  the  two  well-known  EPA- 
funded  curbside  pilots  launched  in  the  mid-1970's.   Fortunately, 
when  the  federal  funds  ran  out  the  town  Health  Department  elected 
to  continue  the  service,  which  is  still  provided  weekly  to  all 
households  for  newspapers  and  magazines.   Glass  collections  were 
discontinued  two  years  ago  due  to  weak  markets,  and  the  mandatory 
source  separation  ordinance  supporting  the  program  was  modified 
accordingly. 

The  Health  Department  also  maintains  a  drop-off  program  for 
newspaper,  magazines  and  scrap  metal.   The  two  programs  together 
recovered  875  tons  in  1985,  earned  $4,410  in  revenues,  and  saved 
the  town  an  additional  $17,362  in  disposal  fees.   The  program 
operators  hope  to  revive  glass  collections  and  increase  overall 
tonnages  with  the  help  of  state-sponsored  education  assistance.

The  6  towns  on  Martha's  Vineyard  have  formed  a  Disposal 
District  and  are  launching  the  process  of  collaborative  solid 
waste  planning.   All  6  towns  support  recycling,  and  the  Disposal 
District  maintains  recycling  "transfer  stations"  (drop-off 
depots)  for  them.   Each  depot  consists  of  a  storage  shed  for  news 
and  reusable  items,  drums  for  sorting/storing  glass,  and  a 
chicken  wire  cage  for  UBC. 

The  recycling  challenge  for  Disposal  staff  has  been 
marketing  materials  from  an  island  where  all  freight  comes  in  and 
goes  out  by  boat.   This  has  involved  ingenious  back-haul 
arrangements  with  local  steamship  and  barge  companies. 

Now  creative  attention  is  focusing  on  ways  to  either  loop 
materials  locally,  that  is,  put  them  to  use  on  the  island,  or 
keep  them  off  the  island  in  the  first  place,  e.g.,  prohibiting 
plastic  bottles.   Already  some  newspaper  is  sold  to  a  local  dairy 
as  animal  bedding  and  plans  are  afoot  to  use  less  marketable 
green  and  brown  glass  as  fill.   District  personnel  are  actively 
exploring  other  small-scale  reuse  industries  that  could  showcase 
recycling  and  perhaps  double  as  "museums".   Some  enterprises 
being  considered  are  production  of  firelogs  from  corrugated  paper 
and  production  of  formed  pulp  products  from  news  or  mixed  paper. 

The  District  also  offers  a  "purveyor"  service  by 
subscription  to  restaurants  and  bars.   For  a  monthly  fee  these 
businesses  receive  30  gal.  drums  and  weekly  pick-up  of  recyclable 
containers  (glass  bottles  and  aluminum  cans) .  In  addition,  the 
District  provides  a  waste  oil  inventory  service  wherby  islanders 
are  referred  to  separate  locations  (not  at  the  transfer  stations) 
to  drop  off  used  motor  oil.

This  is  an  impressive  drop-off  program  run  by  an  energetic 
volunteer  organization  called  the  Wakefield  Recycling  Committee. 
Lacking  a  permanent  site,  the  group  holds  monthly  paper  drives  at 
the  Junior  High  School  parking  lot  utilizing  roll-off  boxes 
provided  by  North  Shore  Recycled  Fibers.  All  grades  of  paper  are 
shipped  mixed. 

Each  month  a  different  co-sponsor  group  (Boy  Scouts,  church 
groups,  etc.)  provides  volunteers  to  staff  the  drive  in  return 
for  80  percent  of  the  proceeds.   Recovery  averages  44  tons  per 
month  -  an  impressive  figure  for  one  day  per  month  of  volunteer 
effort.

The  Wellesley's  program  is  another  of  the  outstanding 
recycling  programs  in  the  Commonwealth.   It  wins  the  "prize"  for 
the  widest  range  of  materials  accepted  and  marketed,  not  to 
mention  the  best  records  documenting  recycling's  benefits  to  the 
town.   Over  its  15  year  life,  the  program  has  recycled  23,463 
tons  and  earned  the  town  $1  million  in  materials  revenues 
combined  with  disposal  cost  savings.   In  1985  alone,  the  program 
recovered  2,441  tons,  earned  $72,663  on  materials,  and  saved 
$73,691  in  disposal  fees. 

Wellesleys1  strong  commitment  to  recycling  as  a  major 
element  of  the  waste  management  system  stems  from  the  fact  that 
the  town  does  not  have  a  local  landfill.   Solid  waste  is  shipped 
to  Plainville  at  a  total  cost  of  $43.20  per  ton  (transfer/haul 
and  tipping  fees).   In  contrast,  the  recycling  program's 
operating  cost  per  ton  is  $16,  or  $27.20  per  ton  less  than  the 
standard  disposal  method. 

The  Wellesley  operation  consists  of  a  highly  visible  line-up 
of  36  recycling  stations  all  positioned  in  front  of  the  final 
disposal  area.  Each  station  is  a  well-marked  collection 
container  for  one  of  the  materials  named  above. 

Many  recyclables  are  shipped  by  the  town,  or  by  back-haul 
directly  to  end-use  industries.  This,  and  baling  of  «o»e 
materials,  upgrades  their  market  value.  Wellesley  has  also 
developed  outlets,  or  local  uses,  for  a  number  of  materials  not 
collected  elsewhere  in  the  Commonwealth.   The  program  accepts 
flattened  aluminum  cans  as  well  as  redeemable  whole  ones.

The  Town  Highway  Department  operates  this  drop-off  service 
mainly  to  divert  bulky  or  potentially  hazardous  materials  from 
the  landfill.

Service  and  local  nurseries.   Reuseable  furniture,  appliances, 
clothing,  etc.,  can  be  left  at  a  "Take-It-Or-Leave-It"  Station  or 
with  a  Salvation  Army  depot.   Another  station  is  set  aside  for 
firewood.   The  program  has  marketed  tin  cans  and  milk  cartons  in 
the  past  and  is  currently  stockpiling  both  categories  of 
materials  with  the  intent  of  finding  new  markets. 

The  Wellesley  RDF  has  high  citizen  participation  because 
three-fourths  of  town  residents  deliver  their  own  wastes  to  the 
facility.  A  recent  survey  by  a  local  college  registered  80 
percent  participation.   The  program  is  extensively  publicized 
through  the  schools,  newspaper  ads,  posters,  a  speakers  bureau, 
and  involvement  of  colleges  and  businesses  in  the  town.   Also,  a 
full-time  attendant  at  the  facility  instructs  patrons  in  keeping 
materials  separated  and  depositing  them  at  the  right  location. 

Presently  the  town  is  pursuing  the  application  process  to 
have  the  RDF  gain  redemption  center  status  in  order  to  streamline 
the  handling/marketing  of  returnable  containers.   This  may  pave 
the  way  for  other  community  recycling  centers  to  do  the  same. 
Likewise,  the  Wellesley  staff  can  share  valuable  tips  on  how 
they've  solved  marketing  and  shipping  problems  faced  by  other 
town  recycling  programs.

Westborough  is  another  of  the  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  that 
still  provides  residential  "garbage"  collection,  garbage  here 
defined  as  food  wastes  kept  separate  from  other  trash  in  order  to 
be  used  as  pig-feed.
